BH The impossibility of pleasing all of 
the viewers all of the time is most ap- 
parent when the networks and sta- 
tions go all out for public service. 

Comes an outbreak of war, a polit- 
ical convention, a space shot or 
another event of surpassing impor- 
tance, and the broadcasters willingly 
abandon their entertainment schedules 
to broadcast the breaking news story. 
@ It’s a Gargantuan job, with every- 
one from correspondents to executives 
giving up sleep, meals and the comfort 
of home to inform viewers. And it’s a 
tremendously expensive job, for not 
only does money have to be poured 
out to cover the story, but income 
from advertisers stops. In one week in 
June, when war erupted in the Middle 
East, the networks alone counted the 
cost of their coverage of the war and 
the United Nations sessions at upwards 
of $5 million. 

Were viewers pleased to be eyewit- 
nesses to history? ABC reported its 
mail ran about 25 to 1 against the pre- 
emption of entertainment programs. 
@ Of course it soon became apparent 
that the United Nations sessions had 
deteriorated into a series of propa- 
ganda ploys by the Communists and 
their Arab allies. But the networks 
stayed on, fearful that the develop- 
ment of some real news would catch 
them showing a situation comedy or 
police melodrama. 

The question in many viewers’ 
minds is whether on some occasions, 
after the initial big news break, one 
network might cover the news while 
the others continue their regular 
schedules. 

@ There are many problems—compe- 
tition, the lack of three network out- 
lets in all areas, advertisers’ needs, 
and others. But more difficult prob- 
lems have been solved. It’s time some- 
one at least tried to solve this one.

Efrem Zimbalist Jr. turned up in 
Washington, D.C., the other week to 
the sort of reception usually reserved 
by hard-pressed congressmen for in- 
fluential constituents. Amid hurrahs 
and with an escort of three agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
he dashed around town making film 
as a background for the closing credits 
of next year’s FBI series. 

One reason for the welcome can be 
gleaned from remarks of J. Edgar 
Hoover, Mr. FBI himself, before a 
House subcommittee. In answer to a 
question about why personal appear- 
ance counted as a qualification for 

+ FBI agents, he said: 

‘I am looking for men who are 
clean-cut, mature and who will 
measure up to the image I think the 
American people feel an FBI man 
should have. . . I have received 
hundreds of letters from people saying 
that the inspector on the FBI series 
[played by Zimbalist] portrayed what 
they thought an FBI agent should 
portray. . . . There is an image that 
people have of the FBI. I want our 
agents to live up to that image.” 

Around FBI headquarters, the star 
of The FBI is indeed a star. 

The FBI production crew had come 
to Washington to film Zimbalist driv- 
ing a car past national landmarks. 
To help out, the three Hoover men, 
plus two D.C. policemen, went along. 

They transported the television crew 


from the Jefferson to the Lincoln 
Memorial, barricaded streets to allow 
equipment to be set up, stopped a 
parkway full of traffic so that Zim- 
balist could be filmed driving down 
an abandoned road, and joked with 
the fictional agent between takes. 

Only once during this routine day 
of filming were the FBI men distin- 
guishable from all other interested 
onlookers. With the seemingly casual 
but altogether deadly precision and 
cautious efficiency of FBI agents, they 
whisked Zimbalist away from the 
camera and ushered him to FBI 
headquarters for a brief meeting with 
the real behind-the-scenes luminary, 
Director Hoover. 

Hoover met with Zimbalist, as he 
has done periodically since the TV 
show began back in September 1965, 
to voice his admiration and to con- 
gratulate Zimbalist for being “one of 
the team.” 

Why is the “team captain” so appre- 
ciative of a TV personality? 

Hoover said: 

“Mr. Zimbalist has captured the 
esprit de corps of the FBI and what 
it is like to be an FBI agent... . The 
image he projects is important because 
it is closely intertwined with the con- 
fidence and trust the American people 
have in the FBI... . He has helped to 
depict the dedication of law enforce- 
ment officers to duty, integrity, and 
law and order.”

They say I was a blonde when I was 
a tiny little girl; I know I’ve been a 
blonde ever since I could lift a bottle 
of peroxide. Joyce Jameson is my 
stage name and also happens to be 
my real name. I grew up in the 
shadow of Grauman’s Chinese Theatre. 
It was a world without men—just 
my mother, my aunt and my grand- 
mother. I was completely protected 
by middle-class morality. ’d never 
seen a nude boy baby until my child 
was born. [Miss Jameson is divorced 
from showman Billy Barnes—Eb.] 

I always wanted to be a writer, a 
poet. I was editor of my high school 
newspaper and I went to UCLA. I 
never read a movie magazine in my 
life; I only read text books. The 
way I got into show business, I needed 
a job and got hired as a model. 

I resembled physically the dumb- 
blonde type and I was called upon to 
play the part. To know what I was 
doing, I studied the type. I call her 
the “victimized blonde”—not bright 
enough or strong enough to think for 
herself. She is drawn to show business 
more than to other walks of life be- 
cause of her desire to please. In show 
business she has a whole audience to 
please. Not being a real individual, 
she usually has no discipline at all 
when it comes to men. 

I do take-offs on that kind of lady, 
but I’m no sex goddess myself. I was 
never really a starlet. Too bright. As 
you can see, I’m not interested in 
anything around me except what I 
read. The place is loaded with books, 
mostly politics, world affairs. This is 
all Bob Vaughn’s hand-me-down 
furniture. I hate all these stuffed ani- 
mals, but that started out as a gag. 
I used to live in an apartment where 
I couldn’t have a dog, so Bob kept 
sending me stuffed dogs, stuffed lions, 
stuffed turtles. He hates them as much 
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as I do. We’ve known each other for 
about 10 years but when he got so 
popular with The Man _ from 
U.N.C.L.E., the magazine writers 
started bugging us. I finally gave an 
interview about a year ago where I 
said, “We’re just good friends,” hoping 
to get the fan mags off our back. 


With the exception of Jackie Glea- 
son, I’ve worked with every top comic 
in the business. This season I’ve been 
on Danny Kaye, Hollywood Palace, 
Red Skelton, Hogan’s Heroes, F 
Troop, Mr. Terrific, Bob Hope Chrys- 
ler Theater, Girl from U.N.C.L.E.— 
to name just some. I was on The 
Dean Martin Show last summer. Be- 
fore that I was on Ed Sullivan, Andy 
Griffith, Gomer Pyle, Dick Van Dyke 
—hundreds, actually. 

I usually do some version of my 
“victimized blonde’—ranging from 
hard and tacky to dumb and wide- 
eyed. I was on The Jack Paar Show 
for six months, and I said, “Can’t I 
be myself?” He said, “No, the other’s 
funny and it’s working.” I do have 
a lot of sympathy for the type. 
Marilyn Monroe was the epitome. She 
allowed herself to be used. She 
didn’t have the discipline to be an 
actress. Marion Davies was a true 
victimized blonde. In spite of all the 
goodies she had, she was put-upon to 
the end. There was Jean Harlow, of 
course, and Lana Turner, Lila Leeds, 
Beverly Aadland, Barbara Payton. The 
only victimized brunette I know is 
Judy Garland, and the only victimized 
Negro woman, Billie Holiday. These 
women are fascinating to me. They 
can’t find themselves, ever, because 
they missed the point from the be- 
ginning: self-love. All they wanted 
was to please. 

When I got started in this business, 
I was thought of as something I 
wasn’t—a sex pot. I was offered a 
Howard Hughes contract. One of his 
yes-men took me to dinner at LaRue. 
He told me that Mr. Hughes continued

would be observing me from another 
table. He asked me to go to the 
ladies’ room and powder my nose so 
Mr. Hughes could see me walk by. He 
sent me home in a limousine with a 
earton of food for my _ breakfast. 
There were hams and _ grapefruits 
and melons enough for 25 people, and 
a hundred-dollar bill tucked in with 
the fruit. I was told to exercise at a 
gym and get my teeth capped. There 
was a big black 
chauffeured limou- 
sine parked in front 
of my house day and 
night. Finally I got 
a phone call, “Stand 
by for an evening 
with friends.” I was 
scared. I wanted to 
be an actress, not 
a party girl. I put 
on some blue jeans 
and escaped out the 
back way. 

A producer at 
Metro wanted to 
see me about a pic- 
ture he was going 
to make in Hawaii. 
He said he had ob- 
served me on the set: “I had a dream 
that you and I were on an island 
together. Hawaii.” I got nervous. I told 
him I was a serious actress and I was 
planning to go to New York to study 
acting. He said: “I'll pay your bills in 
New York. You come to Hawaii with 
me and make my dream come true.” 
I suddenly remembered a doctor’s 
appointment and got out fast. 

That is what Hollywood was all 
about in those days and that is what 
it’s all about today. There are two 
ways a girl can go. In TV the producer 
says: “Let’s have a party tonight, see 
how it works out.” Most women dig 
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men who they think are terribly 
talented. The victimized blonde is 
always falling for men’s minds. She 
automatically wants to get all the 
preliminaries over with and get down 
to his great mind. Marilyn read books 
to please Arthur Miller. As for me, I 
used to read books long before I ever 
met Bob Vaughn. 

What the world needs now is biting 
satire, something that communicates. 
I don’t care if it’s politics or society 
or just a girl and a guy, there are 
things to be said. 
Mort Sahl is the 
only one in TV 
who has been doing 
anything worth- 
while with the 
sketches on his TV 
show. But that was 
just local—in Los 
Angeles. I was 
a regular on his 
show for a while. 
Of course, Sid 
Caesar does good 
things—when they 
let him. I appeared 
with him twice on 
The Hollywood Pal- 
ace this year. But 
for the rest, I can 
hardly watch TV comedy any more. 
It’s not about anything. 

Since there’s no place I can go to 
sell my wares as a satirical comedi- 
enne, I have to go out to do my F 
Troops and Mr. Terrifics. It’s all 
screaming and ugly and falling down. 

On Mr. Terrific everybody knew 
they were making bills. They all 
were embarrassed for their product, 
apologizing, sorry they were there. 
Nobody believed in it. 

I was more embarrassed by Mr. 
Terrific than The Red Skelton Hour. 
Red does terrible burlesquey things 
to please his audience, but at least he 
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treats you with a little class. He’s the 
sweetest man in the world and Id 
never turn him down. Or The Andy 
Griffith Show either. Doing Andy’s 
show is marvelous because the people 
are so great. When you work with 
kind people, you can bring something 
of your own to it. But not ever with 
the vicious types where the egos are 
battling and you're fighting to get 
yourself heard. On a Danny Kaye re- 
hearsal I was sitting in a corner read- 
ing a book and one of his flunkies 
came over and said: “Nobody does 
that! You’re supposed to be playing 
ball with Danny!” 


I was a regular for three weeks on 
The Jerry Lewis Show, which was 
such a disaster because he’s so ego- 
involved. He thinks he can do every- 
thing, never brings out the other per- 
formers, and ends up being just stuck 
there. He cornered me once in his 
dressing room and pulled out his file 
on me. “You think you’re smart be- 
cause you went to college. Well, let 
me tell you, I sent the most brilliant 
original concept to the Menninger 
Clinic, yet I have not one degree!” He 
subjected me to three hours of this 
tirade, trying an intellectual put- 
down, behaving like a madman. I 
asked him why he was like this and 
he said: “There was not enough love 
in the womb.” In the end I had to run 
to my car. Jerry Lewis is not my bag. 

The only place I got inspiration and 
could do things I care about was on 
Mort’s show. You meet a Mort Sahl 
once in 50 years. He does what he 
believes in, not for money or power. 
Like the sketch where I satirized 
Betty Furness, the new Presidential 
assistant for consumer affairs, report- 
ing to LBJ. It was the first time in her 
life she’d ever bought any food, and 
she proudly showed him an apple. 
LBJ autographed it. 


Now— 
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THE NOT-SO-GOLDEN GLOBES 


Amid low-comedy shenanigans, they’re handed out 
before a vast TV audience 
which enjoys the whole charade 
BY JOSEPH FINNIGAN 


It was one of those professionally 
nervous Hollywood award nights 
attended by over- and underdressed 
stars, well-fed agents and gaping on- 
lookers. The presenter was opening a 
secret envelope. He was about to an- 
nounce the Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association’s Golden Globe Award 
winner for “best actor” that year. Sit- 
ting at ringside was Lee Marvin. A 
friend spoke to him. Marvin waved 
him away, saying, “Don’t break my 
trance. I’m thinking surprised.” Sec- 
onds later, the presenter shouted, “The 
winner, Lee Marvin!” Everybody ap- 
plauded, and a “thinking surprised” 
Lee Marvin strode to the stage to 
humbly accept his reward for the 
movie “Cat Ballou.” 

That was in 1966, the second year 
the Golden Globes were presented be- 
fore a network television audience on 
The Andy Williams Show. That night 
the proceedings were watched by ap- 
proximately 30,000,000 viewers who 
presumably believed that what they 
were witnessing was an entirely spon- 
taneous encomium based on merit and 
arrived at by the considered judgment 
of professional critics. Actually, there 
is a substantial and often comic body 
of evidence to suggest that, far from 
being a sobersided critical body, the 
Association is more like the Keystone 
Cops of the awards business. 

This year, for example, Rock Hud- 
son walked up to the microphone and, 
with all the aplomb of a seasoned 
presenter, ripped open the “secret” 
envelope and shouted “Steve Mc- 
Queen!” Next came Natalie Wood, 
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who opened yet another “secret” en- 
velope and shouted “Julie Andrews!” 
But the envelope-opening was a mere 
formality; the names were already 
written on the cameraman’s cue cards, 
thus exposing the sham for all who 
cared to look. Actually the “world 
film favorites” had been announced 
earlier to the press, a fact never men- 
tioned to the TV audience. 


Thus the Golden Globes have be- 
come a sort of local joke—like wres- 
tling—a staged show which Hollywood 
has come to look on with bemused 
tolerance. From the Association’s point 
of view it is a splendid opportunity to 
cash in on the current craze for award- 
giving and celebrity-ogling, have some 
fun, and swell the FPA coffers by 
the $30,000 paid to them by NBC for 
the broadcast. From the point of view 
of the press agents, who invade the 
affair like locusts every year, it is a 
great chance to politic for their cli- 
ents while romancing, cajoling and 
partying the 90-odd members of the 
Foreign Press. 

But the sure tip-off is the embar- 
rassing fact that in any given year 
hardly anybody except the winners 
shows up. 

This year, for example, five were 
nominated in the “most popular TV 
personality, female” category and only 
Marlo Thomas was in the audience. 
Marlo Thomas happened also to be the 
winner. 

In the “best motion-picture actress, 
drama” category, Anouk Aimée and 
Natalie Wood were the continued 
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Golden Globe Awards/ continued 


only two contenders present. Miss 
Aimée won the Globe, but Natalie was 
center stage as a presenter, in full 
view of millions of people. 

For the most popular male TV 
personality, three of five contenders 
arrived: Dean Martin, Bob Culp and 
Christopher George. Martin won, and 
Culp’s I Spy was chosen as the most 
popular TV show. Only Chris George 
had nothing to show for his evening. 

Of the 50 actors and actresses 
nominated for awards in 10 categories, 
approximately 17 nominees attended. 
Nine of them were winners, and three 
others either presented awards or ac- 
cepted them for someone else. 


Thus the FPA lays itself open to 
the charge that the only way it can 
corral a star is by promising to deliver 
the prize. Indeed, the FPA’s small, 
round president, Herbert Luft, hardly 
bothers to disguise this lamentable 
fact. In one breath he says that the 
opinions of foreign-press readership 
are “considered” before FPA members 
cast their ballots. In the next he adds, 
“But the Burtons couldn’t have won 
for ‘Virginia Woolf’ anyway because 
most of our members didn’t like the 
picture. Of course the Burtons could 
have been chosen World Favorites if 
they had announced they were coming 
to the awards...” 

To understand how this sort of 
thing can happen, one has to under- 
stand the FPA and how it came to be. 

Ever since the movies became a sub- 
ject of world-wide fascination in the 
1920’s, the foreign press has had rep- 
resentatives, mostly working on a 
part-time basis, in Hollywood. They 
have always led a precarious exist- 
ence. As one of them told me, “You 
have two alternatives. You’re a for- 
eign correspondent and you starve to 
death, or you’re a foreign correspon- 
dent and earn your living doing some- 
thing else.” That is the reason why 
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members have been at one time or 
another employed as waiters, film 
cutters, clerks, restaurant owners, in 
fact just about any remunerative trade 
you can think of. 

Thus the group tended to be dis- 
organized and unstable. In 1944, how- 
ever, it scored a coup of sorts, pre- 
senting the first Golden Globe Awards. 
Jennifer Jones was given one for “The 
Song of Bernadette” and Paul Lukas 
won for “Watch on the Rhine.” The 


-winners were honored in an informal 


ceremony at 20th Century-Fox Studio. 
In 1945, the first Golden Globe awards 
dinner was held at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel. Bill Mooring, who was 
president of the foreign-press organ- 
ization at the time, recalls, “The group 
was so short of money that we all 
kicked in together. We had no flowers 
for the hotel dining-room tables. But 
I knew a gardener who worked for 
Joan Bennett and Walter Wanger. He 
got us some blossoms from their gar- 
den and brought them to the hotel. 
They were very nice.” 

By 1950 warfare had broken out 
between factions of the overseas or- 
ganization which was then known as 
the Hollywood Foreign Correspond- 
ents Association. A rival group was 
formed, known as the Foreign Press 
Association of Hollywood. It handed 
out “Henriettas,” named after its pres- 
ident, Henri Gris, a veteran wire- 
service man. The standards for Hen- 
rietta nominations were never very 
clear. A thin little Doris Day-Danny 
Thomas musical called “Tll See You 
in My Dreams” was once nominated 
for a Henrietta because it “best inter- 
preted American character, life, and 
ideals.” “Father’s Little Dividend” 
was also a contender in that category. 


However, internecine warfare came 
to an end in 1954, and the two groups 
joined forces as the present FPA. 
Over the years award fetes have been 
held at such Hollywood haunts as the 
Hollywood Roosevelt Hotel, continued

Knickerbocker Hotel, Ciro’s, Beverly 
Hills Hotel and Cocoanut Grove—and 
things have not always gone smoothly. 

It was at the Del Mar Club, under 
a balmy Santa Monica seaside moon, 
that one of Hollywood’s most bizarre 
fistfights occurred. The combatants 
were a pair of Nordic FPA twins, 
Bertil and Gustaf Unger, each of 
whom wears a monocle (but in dif- 
ferent eyes so you can tell which is 
which), and another set of twins, Aly 
and Amad Sadick, described as “Egyp- 
tian cotton brokers.” It seems that 
inadequate seating arrangements gave 
rise to a dispute. Fists flew. Bulky 
Burl Ives separated the battlers. 
Gilbert Roland comforted a lady guest 
described by the press as “hysterical.” 
That was the night filmland renamed 
the foreign accolade “The Golden 
Gloves Awards.” 

Then there was that other night 
when, upon—accepting an award for 
The Twilight Zone, Rod Serling 
looked out at the well-wined audience 
and said, “I have a feeling this is the 
Twilight Zone.” 

The press has always had a field 
day reporting the Golden Globe she- 
nanigans. In 1958 one columnist said 
a fine dinner was served, “But not 
many guests got a chance to eat it, 
the reason being that the tables were 
so crowded one had hardly room to 
manipulate knives and forks.” Eliza- 
beth Taylor’s gown that year was cat- 
tilly described by a girl reporter as 
“sort of a glorified tulle version- of 
the original Brown Derby waitress 
uniform.” 


Shirley MacLaine broke up the 
gathering one night in 1961. Given 
an award for “Irma La Douce,” Miss 
MacLaine told how she “researched” 
the prostitute’s role in Paris. Julie 
Andrews was feted in 1965 for “Mary 
Poppins.” Accepting the gold bauble, 
she said, “Thanks to the man who 


made all this possible, Jack Warner,” 
referring to the fact that the studio 
boss had passed her over when he 
east “My Fair Lady,” which gave 
her the opportunity to do “Poppins.” 
Arriving on-stage later, Warner re- 
ferred to Miss Andrews as “what’s 
her name.” The audience roared with 
laughter. 

The Golden Globe Awards never 
would have survived at all without 
TV. The awards ceremony came into 
the local television picture in 1960. 
Then, with its ascension to The Andy 
Williams Show in 1965, it really hit 
the big time. National TV exposure 
created a compelling inducement for 
stars to appear, no matter how 
“rigged” the show may or may not 
have been. 


Now those who have squawked the 
loudest about the alleged “corruption” 
tend to overlook it or make light of 
it. Yet it may not all be as droll as 
some people think. The FCC looks _ 
askance at rigging in any form, no 
matter how casual and “harmless.” 
One movie executive says, “I was 
about to blow the whistle, but a TV 
guy got to me and cooled me off.” 
Another said, “You’re not going to 
get anything out of me, Finnigan.” 
Another said, “You’re asking us to 
kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg.” 

President Luft has a surprisingly 
casual attitude toward the situation. 
“Tf there was leakage, that’s one 
thing,” he says. “But the votes were 
absolutely honest this year. I hope 
they were honest last year. I don’t 
know. I don’t want to talk about 
years when I wasn’t president.” 

Recently FPA held an election. Luft, 
the incumbent, promised a “reform 
program” if re-elected. He campaigned 
“on a platform of honesty and integ- 


rity.” 
He won. His opposition—who else 
but Bertil Unger, the monocled

Princess Signed for Play on ABC 


Producer David Susskind has almost 
certainly clinched a whopping Nielsen 
for one of the two-hour dramas he 
will tape for ABC for the upcoming 
season. The vehicle: John Van Druten’s 
long-running Broadway hit of yester- 
year, “The Voice of the Turtle.” The 
adapter-for-TV: best-selling author 
Truman Capote, already committed to 
two ABC sequels to his award-win- 
ning “A Christmas Memory.” The star 
(and real clincher): Princess Lee 
Radziwill, currently trying her dra- 
matic wings in a Chicago stage edition 
of “The Philadelphia Story.” The fact 
that Jacqueline Kennedy’s sister wasn’t 
hailed by Chicago critics as the new 
Sarah Bernhardt won’t matter to the 
TV celebrity-watchers at all. 


Hopes have brightened among advo- 
cates of a noncommercial TV network 
that a bill creating a federally assisted 
Public Broadcasting Corporation will 
be passed by this session of Congress. 
The House Commerce Committee, 
which seemed slow in following up 
quick Senate approval of the measure, 
has set hearings to begin July 11. The 
House Bill is sponsored by Rep. Harley 
O. Staggers (D., W.Va.), Commerce 
chairman, who will conduct the hear- 
ings. One informed source predicts 
“far more fireworks” over the proposal 
than it encountered in the Senate, but 
expects its approval. 

Meanwhile, California’s Gov. Ronald 
Reagan has not feared to tread where 
many another politician sees hazards 
akin to offending motherhood. “I do 


not believe in federal subsidies for 
TV,” announced the former actor, who 
is a hot GOP Presidential prospect. He 
is against either state or federal gov- 
ernments going into “direct competi- 
tion with private television,” and said 
educational TV ought to be developed 
through closed-circuit systems. 


Not unexpectedly, the Federal Com- 
munications Commission has a fight on 
its hands over its recent ruling that 
radio and TV stations carrying cigaret 
commercials must provide free time for 
warnings that cigaret smoking is harm- 
ful to health. The National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters said last week it 
considered the FCC’s new interpreta- 
tion of its “Fairness Doctrine” to be 
illegal and will fight it in court if the 
federal agency refuses to rescind it. 
CBS, whose New York TV station in- 
curred the FCC ruling by refusing a 
viewer’s demand for “equal time” for 
antismoking messages, also struck back, 
charging the edict is detrimental to 
broadcaster freedoms. The FCC in- 
deed seemed to have opened a can 
of worms. The Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union was reported consider- 
ing asking time for antibeer, antiwine 
pitches. 


Briefly: Jerry Van Dyke’s new comedy 
series on NBC this fall, at first titled 
Everywhere a Chick Chick, will in- 
stead be called Accidental Family, 
thereby avoiding critics’ jokes about 
eggs, corn, etc.

[eesday is the best network-movie 
night of this week: no movie, just 
a good old-fashioned All-Star baseball 
game instead. 

Presley fans, of course, can be behind 
home plate on other nights, too, 
with two Elvis vehicles on tap (and 
let’s get no more passionate missives 
from the fan clubs, please; we stand 
foursquare for flag and country and 
even Mom and apple pie). Let’s at 
least note that Presley is invariably 
superior to his material. At best he 
gets to sing some 10 songs in “It 
Happened at the World’s Fair”? — in 
between, of course, baby-sitting for a 
cutesy little Chinese girl, finding her 
missing uncle for her, and courting a 
nurse with whom he winds up enlist- 
ing in the aerospace program. In 
“Wild in the Country,” he is a non- 
singer, a rebellious farmboy who gets 
involved with a lady psychiatrist, a 
wanton woman and a murder charge 
before he gets to go to college. 


Higher education comes high for 
Sandra Dee too, for in “Tammy Tell 
Me True,” our shanty-bred super- 
Pollyanna gets to Seminola College. 
While Tammy gets involved with a 
lovable millionairess, a lovable in- 
structor, a lovable charge of grand 
larceny and a lovable solution to 
everyone’s problems, any viewer over 
the age of 6 will find himself soaking 
in a lovable puddle of goo. 

Two first-magnitude stars are also 
trapped by their material. The kind 
of mess Tallulah Bankhead’s in with 
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“Die! Die! My Darling!” offers her 
(and the camp-crazy among us) a 
bravura ball as a bereaved mother 
whose lunacy is laced with religious 
fanaticism; and never have eyes glit- 
tered, jaw quivered and mad mind 
gone rhetorical with such relish. This 
time around, though, you might just 
want to watch the durability of Stef- 
anie Powers, who plays Miss Bank- 
head’s prospective victim and in the 
course of the film is beaten and bullied 
by a sadistic maid, near-raped by the 
butler, threatened by the household 
idiot and, on her own, nearly drowns, 
stabs herself on a pair of shears, 
falls through a greenhouse roof, nearly 
knocks her brains out toppling down- 
stairs and then, when Miss Bankhead 
whips out the butcher knife for the 
human-sacrifice bit. . . . well. Gore 
galore for the Grand Guignol crowd. 


Shirley Booth, bless her unghastli- 
ness, is in a slightly less active mess 
in “About Mrs. Leslie,” although 
goodness (and soap-opera lovers) 
knows she’s right up there in the 
suffering-soul division. It’s all sunny 
disposition and sweet sadness for Miss 
Booth as a hoardinghouse landlady 
(sunny disposition) who remembers 
her romantic past (sweet sadness) 
when she spent six weeks a year every 
year as the spiritual mistress and sis- 
terly companion of an unhappily mar- 
ried businessman. That Miss Booth 


‘can make this sort of thing vaguely 


credible is a tribute to her genius.

From his seven-acre dacha, 30 miles north 
of Moscow, Nikita Khrushchev, now 73, 
looks out on the world and ponders his 
place in its history.

Michael Joseph, etc., 
better known as 
Michael Dunn, was 
born with progres- 
sive achondroplasia 
(a rare form of non- 
hereditary dwarf- 
ism) of normal- 
sized parents. Thir- 
teen inches taller 
than Barnum’s Tom 
Thumb, Dunn ad- 
mittedly casts a 
short shadow phys- 
ically. But he’s not 
short on _ profes- 
sional and _ physi- 
cal accomplishments. There his record 
—crammed with exceptional courage 
and a smorgasbord of skills—is long 
indeed. 

Dunn dazzled Broadway as_ the 
spoiled and preening Cousin Lymon 
in Edward Albee’s adaptation of “The 
Ballad of the Sad Cafe” in 1963. In 
movies, he was nominated for an 
Oscar for his portrayal of Karl Glock- 
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good swimmer (ex- 
celling in water 
polo). He became a 
cheerleader in col- 
lege and mastered 
judo. (When a 
masher tried to 
horn in on his date, 
Dunn broke the 
thug’s leg with one 
well-placed kick. “I 
took my date back 
to the dorm,” he 
says, “and then 
called an ambu- 
lance.’’) 

Stacked up, that’s 
enough physical 
strain to tire a titan, 
let alone Dunn, 
who, with only de- 
fective hip bones to 
support him, cannot 
walk a city block 
without great pain. 
And professional- 
ly, Dunn, whose 
staunchest supporters thought him 
dotty to try to crack the theater, has 
made it big in a business where men 
his size are generally relegated to 
clown acts or “small people” side 
shows. But Dunn has never thought 
small—physically or mentally. For 
starters, he has a genius IQ of 178. 

“IT could have copped out long ago,” 
Dunn says, perched like a carnival 
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Kewpie doll on the bar of his favorite 
mid-Manhattan hang-out. Downing the 
dregs of a Jack Daniel’s sour, he goes 
on: “But I have brains and talent. 
That’s my edge.” Yet Dunn, his intelli- 
gent, alert eyes peering out of a 
roughly handsome face, says he had 
more than that going for him. “My 
folks were great,” he says. “They 
could have said, ‘Let’s put this poor 
little baby in a plastic bubble so 
nobody’ll hurt him, But they didn’t 
flip out. I was raised to think I wasn’t 
any different. I was so exposed to the 


Sure 
Td cry if I got hurt—but no more than 
any other kid.” In any event, Michael 
plowed ahead. He almost drowned 
when, at 10, he dove off a 36-foot- 
high diving board—before he had 
learned to swim. 

Dunn began reading at the age of

a newspaper and pick out words he 
understood. “In third grade,’ Dunn 
says, “the authorities wanted to put 
me in a ‘special’ school. My parents 
refused. They didn’t want me to feel

Mrs. Fred Miller, 
Michael’s mother, 
sums up Dunn’s re- 
markable _adjust- 
ment this way: “He 
always had a deep, 
driving faith in 
himself.

Dunn was born in 
Shattuck, Okla., but 
grew up just out- 
side Detroit, where 
his parents moved 
to escape the ar- 
id Oklahoma Dust 
Bowl (“The great- 
est event of the 
year was a mud 
storm,’ Dunn re- 
members). His par- 
ents, he says, were

| ‘different’ in any 
way.” Dunn _ re- 
mained in regular 
school. “I was bored 
to death,” he re- 
members. “I never 
bought a textbook. 
I’d borrow one from 
some kid, read it 
overnight and never 
have to look at it 
again. I have total - 
recall.” 

During his child- 
hood, Dunn remem- 
bers being involved 
in “the conversation 
of adults and the 
games of children.” 
The games were 
tough at times too. 
But Dunn’s compel- 
ling need to make it 
like everybody else 
didn’t let that stop 
him. “In baseball,” 
he says, “I wasn’t 


poor. Both worked; his mother was a 
schoolteacher and his father an engi- 
neer. “By the time I was 4,” Michael 
says, “I realized I was a dwarf.” Says 
Michael’s father, Fred Miller: “We 
never thought of Michael as being 
‘handicapped.’ We never used the word. 
We knew he suffered pain, but we 
treated him as we would any other 
child.” “In football,” Dunn says, “if I 


a very fast runner. I had to depend on 
sliding.” Dunn wasn’t much of a slider. 
“So I saved my ice-cream money,” he 
says, “and went to a baseball clinic 
in Detroit to learn.” 

At 15, Dunn enrolled in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. In his sophomore 
year an accident forced his transfer to 
a warmer climate and the University 
of Miami. There Dunn continued

majored in political science (“It was 
the only thing I could think of to 
keep my brain alive,” he says); edited 
the school newspaper; worked as a 
sports rewrite man with the Miami 
Daily News; served as a cheerleader 
(“Quite practically,” he says, “I 
wanted to ensure a seat where I 
could see the game”); and sang in 
saloons to help pay his way. As a 
child Dunn had trained as a concert 
pianist before disease crippled his 
elbows and wrists. No quitter, Dunn 
decided “to become a singer instead.” 


Dunn was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Miami in 1956. Driven to suc- 
ceed despite his affliction, he headed 
for Detroit and more saloon singing. 
There was a slight detour, however. 
“IT was at an age,” he explains, “when 
most young men are social-minded. 
I felt I wanted to serve.” Dunn 
“served” as a Capuchin monk for a 
time before deciding, he says, “that 
my need to serve was far more a 
feeling of guilt over being 4-F in the 
draft.” Dunn quit the order and re- 
solved to become an actor—which took 
moxie. Says he: “There aren’t many 
parts available for dwarfs. Still, I knew 
there wouldn’t be much competition 
for those parts that were available.” 
He was right. He got his first job 
in the off-Broadway revival of “Here 
Come the Clowns” because, he says, 
he “knew a friend of the producer.” 
While acting the insides of a robot in 
Broadway’s short-lived “How to Make 
a Man,” Dunn teamed up with singer 
Phoebe Dorin for more _ night-club 
work and eventually got the call for 
Albee’s “The Ballad of the Sad Cafe.” 
If Dunn had fought his share of 
battles off-stage, it was nothing com- 
pared to what he would have to put 
up with on-stage in “Ballad.” In prob- 
ably his most physically demanding 
roughhouse scene, Dunn and the play’s 
star, Colleen Dewhurst, walloped the 
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daylights out of each other eight times 
a week. To preserve his energy, Dunn 
was carried by piggyback to and from 
the theater. It was worth the effort, 
however. Not only did he win the 
Variety poll award for best supporting 
actor of the year (to say nothing of 
reviews like “Dunn owes less to Albee 
than Albee owes to him”), but the 
part led to Hollywood and his Oscar- 
nominated role in “Ship of Fools.” 

Solid as Dunn found himself pro- 
fessionally, however, some personal 
challenge lay ahead. Last year he 
married the former Joy Talbot, a 
striking, 5-foot, 4-inch redhead who 
used to run a modeling school. “Our 
marriage,” Michael admits, “is a bit 
unusual. Otherwise the AP and the 
UPI wouldn’t have given it the 
coverage they did. You might think 
Peter Fonda had married his sister 
Jane.” Joy Dunn, a direct, almost 
over-candid woman, readily admits 
that her own “psychological needs” 
are partly responsible for the match. 
Yet she can good-naturedly kid about 
some of the problems the marriage has 
created, “like having to carry the 
luggage,” she says. Then she adds, 
seriously: “We both had a great deal 
of love to expend and no one to 
expend it on. Now we do.” 

One has to hope so, because a man 
with Dunn’s enviable courage and 
accomplishments perhaps deserves, as 
one friend put it, “an extra helping 
of rewards.” “He’s had painful per- 
sonal experiences,’ Joy Dunn says, 
“that no one will ever know about.” 
“Being 3 feet, 10 inches tall,’ Dunn 
says, “does have its built-in frustra- 
tions. There are times when one pre- 
tends it doesn’t matter.” Likely as 
that is, Mrs. Miller says Dunn “has 
accomplished what*he set out to do. 
I admire him ‘so for achieving his 
goals.” One must surely agree. 

As for future goals, Michael Dunn 
concludes: “I’m not going to grow 
more—but I’ll be damned if I’m not 
going to accomplish more.”

Or, keep the 
boa constrictor out 


of the tuba

I see where Leonard Bernstein has 
just conned a network (CBS) into 
presenting him in another series of 
Young People’s Concerts next season. 
Well, good for Lennie. 

It is well enough for Lennie—and 
for television—to foist off concerts on 
the young. But it leaves a consider- 
able educational and cultural gap. 
What about the old? Many of us are 
old and many of us do not under- 
stand what music is all about. Also, 
Mr. Bernstein’s young are getting 
older minute by minute. So is Mr. 
Bernstein. So is television. 

So while Lennie sits around on the 
tube gossiping about 12-tone har- 
monics and arpeggios, we are losing 
track of the fundamentals. 

Twelve-tone harmonics indeed! Let’s 
look at the basic situation, I have 
asked the CBS network for equal 
time with Lennie and I have been 
rebuffed. So I plunge ahead here as 
a public service. 

It is imperative to find out what 
musicians are up to and the nature 
of their weaponry. Where to start in 
such a confused, discordant field? 
Well, let us consider the tuba. 


THE TUBA 

There is a very deep urge in the 
human breast to go oom-pah, oom- 
pah. Whether that justifies the tuba 
is hard to say. 
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THE OCARINA 

Recently a friend revealed to me 
that his son was determined to be- 
come an oboe player. I remembered 
the lad well. Quiet and unassuming. 
How could such a boy fall so low? 

“It all started with the tissue paper 
over the comb,” his father said sadly. 
“Bert”—for such was the depraved 
child’s name—“Bert just loved to 
tootle on that comb. Foolishly we 
thought it was just a passing thing.” 

The crisis came last Christmas 
when the boy’s uncle gave him an 
ocarina. The boy shrilled many tunes 
on his new toy and unfortunately 
gained some measure of praise for his 
skill. From there to the oboe was 
but a short—and fatal—step. 

Avoid the ocarina. 


THE LUTE 

I know only one lute player, Lud- 
wig von Whelk. And even he is not 
to be relied on. There are many who 
feel Ludwig is a fair-weather lutanist, 
plunking only when the mood is on 
him and not to be depended on for 
any serious work. 

To the lute we owe a very felici- 
tous phrase much used in times of 
stress: “There is a rift in the lute.” 
Few have asked what it means. Now 
it can be told: It does not mean any- 
thing. It was invented in the days 
when poetry was full of continued

hey-nonny-nonnies and did not have 
to mean anything. As opposed to 
today’s poetry. 

Many people do not even know 
what a lute is, let alone a rift. The 
dictionary says a lute is a stringed 
musical instrument, formerly much 
used, “having a long, fretted neck 
and a hollow, typically pear-shaped 
body with a vaulted back.” That is 
a pretty good description of me. 


THE FLUTE 

The flute was invented to rhyme 
with lute whenever medieval poets 
ran out of nonnies. 

The person who plays the flute is 
called a flautist. This is because the 
notable flutist, Oswald Fenger, who 
lived and fluted in the 14th Century, 
did not know how to spell. When he 
was asked to fill out a form for his 
liege lord, he gave his occupation as 
“flautist” and no flute player has seen 
fit to change the spelling since. It 
is possible that no flutist has ever 
known how to spell. Then, too, flutists 
are a lazy bunch. 


THE BASSOON 
There is nothing I care to say about 
the bassoon at this time. 


MORE ABOUT THE TUBA 

I have an 11-year-old friend who 
wants to become a herpetologist. His 
name is Peter and he borrowed a 
three-foot boa constrictor from a 
junior museum. 

Peter also plays the tuba. 

This lad practices on the tuba in a 
far-back bedroom because his mother 
cannot stand the constant thumps 
the instrument makes. The boa con- 
strictor is also kept in this room 
because of Peter’s mother. 

One day the boa constrictor some- 
how got out of its cage and could 
not be found for a long time. 

“Let me tell you,” Peter told me,

THE STRINGS 

The whole idea of a violin is so 
farfetched that the mere mention of 
the word makes me giggle nervously. 

How anyone discovered that dried- 
up catgut was a good thing to make 
music with is a thought that makes 
the mind flake out and curl up at 
the edges. Nevertheless, it was done. 
Thousands of cats have sacrificed 
their lives to fit out lutes, lyres, violas, 
violins and cellos. 

In towns like Cremona, Italy, where 
there were a lot of violin makers, a 
cat could not relax for a single after- 
noon. As soon as Maestro Stradivari 
finished a Stradivarius, the ery would 
ring out, “A cat. Somebody get a cat.” 

People who are critical of cats say 
they are nervous, suspicious and wary. 
Cats are not to be censured for this. 
If you thought someone wanted to 
make music with your vital parts, you 
would be nervous, suspicious and 
wary too. 

Well, once the violin is strung 
with catgut, it is necessary to find a 
horse with a white tail. The idea is 
to sneak up on the horse and snitch 
some tail hairs to make a “bow” for 
the violin, music being produced when 
the horsehairs are drawn across cat- 
gut strung on a violin. 

Now, a horse’s tail is located very 
near the inorse’s back legs, to which 
are attached the back hoofs. A horse 
defends its tail by kicking out with its 
back hoofs, which are very hard. As 
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you can see, getting horsehair for a 
bow is no picnic. 

When you hear the boy next door 
practicing “Humoresque,” it is a fair 
question whether violins are worth the 
effort. We must remember that a vio- 
lin, or any stringed instrument, is a 
tribute to Man’s indomitable drive to 
make himself look silly. 


THE HARP

ber of movements is three and some- 
times four. You can have as many 
movements as you like. Why don’t 
you start out with three? You can 
always add another if you feel like it. 

Tone poems, which are a kind of 
practice symphony, are often named, 
but symphonies are usually just called 
Op. and numbered. A good name for 
a symphony is Op. 24. 

It is essential to use Italian names 
for the movements. Here are a few: 
Allegro vivace, Rondo, Capriccioso, 
Andante and Jimmy Durante. 

Timing is very important in com- 
posing a symphony. If you write a 
fast piece, remember that the notes 
will be used with great rapidity. The 
smart composer writes slow move- 
ments because the notes last longer. 
Allegro is faster than andante and 
animato is 50 percent faster than as- 
pirin. 

The nice thing about being a com- 
poser is that you can call for any 
instruments you  like—trombones, 
flutes, timpani, triangles, harps or 
piccolos. And that’s what the musi- 
cians have to play, just as you say. 

It is not wise for the beginning 
composer to write parts for the rebec, 
the gambang, the sistrum or the nose 
flute. Very few people play these 
instruments these days and it is hard 
to say why. Time was when every 
proper mother had her son practicing 
the nose flute by the hour. 

Good luck with your symphony.
